How the Grand Monument 
to Washington was Built 


ies Pius Sent a Rare Piece of Marble, Which the Grandfathers of the 
“Guardians” 


On July 4, 1848, the corner-stone of 
the huge Washington monument was 
jaid, the speaker of the House of 
Representatives delivering the oration 
on the occasion. This grand shaft, 
costing $1,000,000, was paid for by 
$1.00 free-will offerings. 

In the meantime “blocks of stone for 
insertion in the interior walls of the 
monument, and bearing appropriate 
inscriptions, had been contributed by 
‘gities, territories, and states of the 
Union, and by many foreign govern- 
ments.” The American Consul at 
Rome and several of the American 


bishops invited Pope Pius IX to con-| 


tribute, and he sent a stone from the 
Temple of Concord. Its finely-veined 
marble had been squared in the time 
of Camillus, while Rome rejoiced over

“A deed of barbarism took place on Monday morning last, between one and two 
o’clock, by several persons (number not known, but supposed to be from five to ten), 


belonging rather to some of the centuries considerably in the 


rear of the better half of the boasted nineteenth. We refer to the forcible seizure from 
its place of deposit in a shed at the Washington Monument of a block of marble sent 
hither from Rome as a tribute to the memory of Washington by the Pontiff, and intended 
to become part of the edifice now erecting to signalize his name and glory. It originally 
stood in the Temple of Concord at Rome, was of beautiful texture, and had for its dimen- 


height of eighteen inches, and thickness of ten. 


“The account we heard of the matter is this: At about the time aforementioned sev- 
eral men suddenly surrounded the watch-box of the night watchman, and passed a cord 


es around the box, and piled several stones against the door,

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BEGIN TO ECONOMIZE. 


Little contributions from millions of pedéple pro- 
duce an enormous sum; conversely, the loss of millions 
of mites—whether money or food—produces incaleul- 
able waste. This fact is now being brought home to 
the people by the government of the United States, 
whose war slogan is “Conservation of everything by 
everybody”, lest we be made to feel the effects of war 
more keenly. 
The government is reminding people how much 
“could be saved in the aggregate if all people took care 
not to waste the little things. Mr. Racear who is 
recommended by the President to take charge of the 
food situation during the present war, declares that 
the waste in food amounts to more than $50.00 a year 
for every family in America; he reminds us that the 
waste of a single ounce of food every day in every 
qpine, means a yearly waste of 500,000,000 pounds; 
at the waste of a single slice of bread each day in all 
homes means the daily waste of a million loaves of 
bread. Mr. Hoover reminds us that last year’s wheat 
crop was short and that the crop for 1917 will be still 
shorter; and, considering that our allies are to receive 
a large percentage of whatever crop there will be, it 
is plain that economy must be exercised here at home. 
In some countries the law does not permit bakers to 
sell bread when it is still fresh; in our country, bakers 
must take back from groceries nearly as much bread 
as is sold, for the simple reason that it has become a 
y ay old. Our people would enjoy better health, be- 
_. sides helping to conserve the wheat supply, if they 
© began to eat this one-day-old bread, which is other- 
wise practically lost.

A billion dollars a year—that, according to one of the 
world’s greatest experts, is the value of the food wasted in 
the:United States. At least fifty dollars a year is the average 
squandered by each American family. 

To urge economy upon Catholics from the motive of 
parsimony would be unworthy of them. They have instead 
the high principles of their Faith to guide them, with its 
virtues of simplicity and temperance and its lessons of stew- 
ardship in the service of God. 

The Church teaches them, in her own beautiful and in- 
spiring way, that the lowliest actions no less than the loftiest 
deeds are to be sanctified and glorified by the love of God. 
And so when she exhorts them to avoid all mere lavishness 
and waste she places before their consideration the sublime 
motive of God’s holy will, and not the grovelling principle of 
worldly parsimony, though wise saving, too, is often a virtue 
greatly needed. é' 

Each crumb of bread, the Catholic mother instructs her 
children, is a gift of God, and nothing, she tells them, must be 
cast away through pure wastefulness. “How thankful,” her 
charity prompts her to,add, “the poor would be for it!” In 
this spirit she rules over larder, kitchen and table. So she 
directg her household. 

It is no miserly spirit that moves her, but the gratitude 
and duty she owes to God. He has blessed her with these 
temporal gifts, be they many or few, only that she might be 
His stewardess.

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT, 


One of the activities taken up by a parish, fully and thoroughly or- 
ganized not long ago for Sodality work in honor of the Blessed Virgin, 
was the work of supplying a lunch for the school children, some of whom 
were well-to-do and others very poor. The work was intended for the 
benefit of the poor children, some of whom were actually suffering in 
their studies for the want of sufficient nourishment, but it was desired to 
conduct the work in such way as not to put them to any shame. The 
following plan was adopted, and the last report has indicated an actual 
profit of $113.00 from one month of this work, Happily a food expert 
was found in the parish to select and plan these lunches, but any ordi- 
narily good housewife should be able to do almost as well, The dishes 
were arranged so that no dish cost more than three cents, The children 
bought tickets which were worth one cent apiece, and by giving tickets 
to some of the children gratis who could otherwise not have gotten the 
lunch, it was kept secret who were being helped free of charge and who 
were paying. In fact only a few who managed the plan knew that any 
were being given tickets at all. By watchfulness in the matter of waste, 
and by arranging the dishes economically, the cost was so reduced that 
even at this rate of three cents a dish the income not only paid for all 
expenses, but also, as we have said, made an actual profit, beyond all 
intent, of $118.00 in one month. 

The pastor is now planning to effer a cup of coffee and bread and 
butter quite free of charge to all those of the parish, adults as well as 
children, who wish to take a slight refreshment after Holy Communion 
before returning home or going to work. This service will he entirely 
gratis, but a box will be at hand in which any one who wishes may cast 
an offering for the support of this Communion breakfast. The idea is an 
excellent one, and there is no fear that this work will suffer for want of 
funds, as the contributions will probably be in excess of what would be 
charged for the breakfast.
